I, Robert L. Lundak, hereby declare as follows: 

I am the sole inventor of the above-referenced 
application and developed the WI-L2-729-HF 2 hybridoma cell 
line which is described and claimed in said application. 

On March 26, 1981, the filing date of the subject 
application, and at all times thereafter, the WI-L2-729-HF 2 
hybridoma cell line was stored at the University of California, 
Riverside, at three separate locations, including my own 
laboratory, the laboratory of Dr. Bruce Devens, and the 
laboratory of Dr. Richard Lubin. Multiple ampules of the 
cell line were stored in liquid nitrogen at each location. 
The purpose of the separate storage at different locations 
was to assure the permanent maintenance of the cell line and 
to protect against accidental loss. 

The cell line was also stored at the laboratory of 
Dr. John Lewis at the Loma Linda University Medical Center, 
Loma Linda, California. The cell line was released to Dr. 
Lewis in order to allow him to characterize the cell line. 
Dr. Lewis has since maintained the cell line as further 
protection against its loss.
